The matter is before the Commission upon a motion filed by Kentucky Power
Company (Kentucky Power) on March 31, 2020, requesting an extension of time to file
its 2019 NERC Compliance and Cybersecurity Deferral Report. In support of its motion,
Kentucky Power states that pursuant to the relevant terms of the settlement agreement
approved in Case No. 2014-00396," the deadline for the filing of the 2019 NERC
Compliance and Cybersecurity Deferral Report is March 31, 2020. Kentucky Power
informs that due to personnel constraints resulting from the COVID-19 pandemic
restrictions, it will need an extension of time until May 1, 2020, to file the report along with

the supporting calculations.

Having reviewed the motion and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the
Commission finds that Kentucky Power has established good cause to permit an
extension of time to file its 2019 NERC Compliance and Cybersecurity Deferral Report.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Kentucky Power’s motion for an extension of time is granted.

2. The deadline for Kentucky Power to file its 2019 NERC Compliance and

Cybersecurity Report is extended from March 31, 2020, to May 1, 2020.
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
